Wisconsin and the Republican National 


Convention. 


Xo other state In tho union 
could, 
perhaps, 


confront such a situation ns does Wisconsin over 
the selection ot delegates to tho republican na 
tional convention. 
There Is involved a question 


of jurisdiction ot the convention which has never 
heretofore been faced. 
Wisconsin, In its pri- 


mary law, provides fo'r tho election ot four dele- 
gates at largo to tho national convention and 
two delegates from each ot the congressional dls 
tricts. It so happens that the republican national 
committee, under a new apportionment, has given 
the state two added delegates. This new appor- 
tionment to the convention has been threatened 
for many years. It was done to give these states 


—v/ith large republican votes, proper representation 
X and to bring-to an end the scandal ot tho heavy 


representation from the south which cast so'few 
actual republican votes as to bo negligible in the 
election results. By'this rcapportlonmcnt the re- 
publican voters ot tho nation will have a larger 
voice }n the convention. There lias never been 
a question as to the right of the committee or the 
national convention to determine tho eligibility ot 
Us membership; tho legal right also to determine 
for Itself the number and qualifications of the 
delegates has not been questioned. 
A national 


convention is not a creature of statutory ,law. It 
has no governmental status at all in fact. It Is 
aelf ruled and a thing apart from the legal power 
ot any state to control. 
While It is a quasi pub- 


lic Institution, made so by long years of precedent 
nnd recognition, it still remains quasi. 


But Wisconsin says In Its statutes, that the con- 


vention Is a legal one, recognizable In law and 
a subject for legislative enactment. 
The state 


sets Itself up to determine tho number ot dele- 
gates the party uhall bo permitted to have. Wis- 
consin Is to be allowed 28 delegates and when the, 
roll is called that is tho number that will 'be 
mentioned by tho secretary ot the convention. 
But the state can actually have only 20 under the 
Wisconsin law. Tho Madison government says 
that Is all that will be permitted, and It more than 
four delegates nro voted for tho ballot, under the, 
official' construction ot the law, they 
will 
be 


thrown out. 


Wisconsin should have Its full quota in the re- 


publican national convention. Whether these dol- 


I cgates be for Robert ST. La Follctto or some one 


else, is not so great a matter ns that the state is 
given full justice. It may bo true that the sec- 
retary of state, complying with the law, will not 
certify moro than four delegates at large, but 
there is nothing that will hinder the republicans 
ot the state from, colling together and adding two 
more by conference or convention. 
It may be 


held by the strict sticklers for the law that this 
is Illegal In Wisconsin, but so It also may be held 
to bo Illegal to deprive the state of .two delegates 
which havo been apportioned It by the national 
committee. 
, 


Tho settlement of the question Is not a factional 


matter nor Is It a matter entirely within tho 
scope ot tho state law. There Is an external de- 
termination with which to deal and that is tho 
national committee and tho committee on creden- 
tials of tho convention./

Where Will Germany's New Currency 


Land Her? 


Germany Is Issuing a new currency, the rente- 


mark, with tho same restrictions as aro placed 
about tho. gold loan currency. Rente-mark cred- 
its cannot bo granted to anyone abroad without 
tho consent of the Heiehsbank. It is also forbid- 
den to sell any of the rontcmarks abroad. There 
is evident ,hopo that tho legislative restrictions 
will prevent the scandalous sale of marks which 
have l*een so valuable to both speculators and 
the government In the past few years.' It has 
enabled both to realize on some billion dollars In 
worthless paper. 
Tho government 
Intends to 


maintain tho new mark at tho parity with the 
American dollar through the gold resorYo ot tho 
nation. Dollar accounts have been opened at the 
Rflchsbnnk and the dollar will hereafter bo tho 
basis of exchange and foundation ot 
currency 


value. 


There is no possibility of tho government re- 


deeming the paper marks which have been Issued. 
There are so many of them in terms of numbers 
that tho human mind Is, unable to gi-asp tho final 
fcurn or to count tho vastncss ot tho void which 
they represent. It Is to bo noted that tho Aus- 
trian republic has been going upgrade with its 
new financial policy now controlled by a foreign-, 
er and that tho kroner, billions of which 
had 


been issued, is no longer bothering tho people. 
It has been repudiated and a new nnd well-organ- 
Ized system of currency has made a different 
Austria. 


Germany may eventually find that It will bo 


necessary to call in outside aid In rearranging 
her currency nnd establishing something like a 
stable condition. Unless she does, tho rcntcmark 
will meet the same fnto of tho old mark.' 


What Europe wants of tho United States is an 


enormous sum of "money loaned to its govern- 
ments without Interest and with no date for pay- 
ment. It would make them happy as long ns it 
lasted.

DEALING DEATH TO MOSQUITOES 


Ily ritlCDBUIC J. IIASKIN. 


Washington.—The open season for mosquitoes 


is now at its height 
along the 
eastern coast. 


Urged by the public health authorities, citizens 
aro shouldering their swatters and oil cans and 
tracking mosquitoes 
to 
their 
winter resorts, 


where, enfeebled by drowsiness,, they may easily 
be slaughtered. 
Those persons wJho .can. not be 


prevailed upon to scour the woods for mosquitoes 
aro being asked at least to search'their premises 
for any colonies that may bo'hibernating hi the 
cellar or In tho back yard. 


Heretofore, the extermination of mosquitoes hns 


been loft entirely to the public health authorities, 
but this year a special appeal for cooperation Is 
made to householders because recent Investigation 
lias shown that there Is much they can do to 
help. 


• 
When the mother mosquitoes get ready to lil- 


horniile for the winter, they seek a dark and se- 
cluded spot, such ns a hollow tree, the moist, un- 
der side of a fallen log—or somebody's cellar. 
As soon as the warm spring weather comes, they 
flutter briskly to life and dash forth to deposit 
their small cylindrical eggs in boat-shaped masses 
on the surface of the nearest stagnant water. 


Marshes nre favorite breeding places, and quiet 


pools nnd ponds, but millions of mosquito off- 
spring may readily be produced in a barrel of 
rainwater or even an uncovered bucket. Tin cans 
strewn about a trash pile and allowed to nil with 
rainwater also offer excellent nursery facilities for 
mosquito infants. 
By removing all such tempt- 


ing abodes and by swatting at sight every tiny, 
light-brown flying- object, everyone can • aid in 
subduing this Insect enemy. 


Tho mosquito Is not only the most Irritating 


of all the insect hordes that molest us, but it Is 
also ono of the most costly. A Xew Jersey com- 
mission recently figured that mosquitoes were 
holding up that state's development to tho ex- 
tent ot $500.000.000 and advised the appropria- 
tion of 51,000.000 to exterminate them. As it Is, 
11 counties In New Jersey annually appropriate 
hundreds of thousands of dollars for extermina- 
tion work. 
Other mo.squlto-infested states-—not- 


ably Florida and tho Oulf states and Xew York's 
Long Island—also spend lai-jjo sums of money 
every year In attempting to rid themselves of 
this Insect pest, which, they claim, is Injuring 
land values. 


The extermination work Is carried oil In va- 


rious ways. While oil is generally considered to 
bo the most effective exterminator and has been 
used with great success on the salt marslies of 
Xew Jersey, some slates, such ns Florida, where 
large water areas surround practically every com- 
munity, have had to seek loss drastic remedies. 
At present Florida Is liTinfr out the bat roost idea, 
which has met with spectacular.success in Tex- 
as. 


Ten years ago, certain'areas of Texas, partic- 


ularly Han Antonio nnd Its environs, were hope- 
lessly infested with mosquitoes. 
Malaria was as 


common ns a cold. Today. Texas Is largely free 
o: mosquitoes; malaria has practically 
disap- 


peared, and these happy results worn brought 
about by that commonly despised creature—the 
bnt. 


The first bat roost was established In the south- 


west section of San Antonio, where the population 
was almost solidly Mexican. 
The houses were 


without scroons, and in the summer the people 
slept out of doors under brush arbors. Xattirally, 
the mosquitoes took full advantage of their op- 
portunities. 
As soon as the colony of bats was 


Introduced the 'benefit became apparent. 
The 


r.umbor of malaria cases rapidly diminished un- 
til eventually t'.ic disease was wiped out. After a 
short trial ot the experiment, 'he city was so im- 
pressed that It imposed a fine of $2 on any per- 
son convicted of killing a bat. 


Additional bat roosts then were erected by the 


state at the Southwestern Insane asylum. Just out- 
side of ,San Antonio, and one on the campus of 
the West Texas Military academy In the Alamo 
Heights section. 
As a.'result, largo areas were 


freed of mosquitoes. 


Credit for the discovery ot this cheap and ef- 


fective method belongs, to Dr. 
Charles A. 
R. 


Campbell of Snn Antonio, a specialist In malaria 
and typhoid, who has become known ns "the 
apostle of the bat roost." He made his first ex- 
periment er.rly in 1911 by erecting a bat roost in 
the Mitchell lukc district, 10 miles from San An- 
tonio. As this''lake receives the sewage from San 
Antonio, it is enormously attractive to mosquitoes. 
For years, they had held almost complete pos- 
session of tho district, rendering it uninhabitable 
to humans. 


But the bats In Dr. Campbell's bat roost Rnjoy- 


ed themselves Immensely. 
After they 'had de- 


veloped In sufficient numbers to cope with the 
mosquito hordes, these pests 
were 
practically 


wiped out, the region became healthful and the 
cattle settled down to quiet grazing In pastures. 
In short, tlie experiment was such an unqualified 
success that tho city of San Antonio made the 
bat roost a permanent feature ot Its public health 
work, and other cities followed suit.. 


Dr. Campbell's attention was directed toward 


tho bat ns nn nntimosqulto agent because It IK 
Immuno to the poisonous bite of tho mosquito. 
Bats never contract malaria. This Immunity, lie 
belie'ves, is duo to the size ot Us spleen. He is 
convlced that tho spleen, tho use of which has 
long been a mystery' to tho medical fraternity, 
was developed in the human body as a defensive 
agency against malaria. 


Besides this valuable immunity, the bat's hnb- 


Ita happily coincide with those of the mosquito, 
which greatly Increases the strength of its oppo- 
sition. 
Like tho mosquito, it rests in the day- 


time and makes its forays for food at night, and 
It also hibernates through tho winter, so that it 
Is capable of surviving in a cold climate. 


Ono of tho Interesting discoveries Dr. Campbell 


has made concerning bats is their striking antip- 
athy to loud and penetrating noises. 
Jazz mu- 


sic, for example, is especially abhorrent to them, 
and they can not endure tho sound ot a jazz rec- 
ord played on a phonograph. This dislike is use- 
ful, for It can be relied upon to rid the promises 
of bats whenever it becomes necessary to do so. 
When driven away by in Inharmonious serenade! 
declares this expert, they never return. 


The bat is not the only natural enemy ot the 


mosquito to prove useful in Us elimination. There 
Is Crambusia Aftlnls, for 
instance, 
commonly 


known as the "top minnow," which has been In- 
troduced by tho United States government in var- 
ious sections with great success.

.An ulcer is riri open 'norc' or raw 


place which Is left on the skin or the 
lining mucous membrane after the 
loss of substance from the surface. It 
has nothing to do with cancer or 
tumor, though cancer sometimes de- 
velops In the site of an old. ulcer, 
such a.s mi mihcalcd varicose ulcer on 
tho les or a gastric ulcer (lir tho 
stomach). 


Persons with varicose veins In the 
legs aro moro likely to have ulcers 
because the akin, and underlying tis- 
sues get poor nourishment when ttie- 
velna aro enlarged and dilated, hence 
tlie natural processes of repair arc 
Incapable, of taking curu of slight in- 
juries. 
"When inflammation occurs in 


the wall of a varicose vein (phlebitis) 
and clotting of tlie blood occurs with- 
in the inllumcd voln (thrombosis) a 
tender, hardened or indurated bunch 
forms in or under the skin; this hard- 
ened, place may break oowu at the 
center, suppcnttu and Jlnully produce 
an ulcer.

ulcer, of whatever alzo or nature, 
must learn, the lesson which many 
sufferers are slow to leurn, is Unit no 
known medicine,' chemical or sub- 
stance or ointment or salve or lotion 
or concoction or remedy or llnlmeiil 
or stuff will heal an ulcer.

WISCONSIN ARTISTS 


As tho deer hunting season turns 


Into its height, and Interest swings 
toward the northern woodlands of 
Wisconsin, it is interesting to note 
tho contributions which that wilder- 
ness has made to the world of culture. 


Several years ago, teachers at the 


Wisconsin School of Art. declared 
they had made a most unusual "find" 
in a titian haired lad named Lcille 
Posey. and his work »inco graduation 
has placed him among the foremost 
of tho promising young artists of 
America. With theso words tho crit- 
ics drew attention to tho Wisconsin 
boy: 
"Upon him genius has breathed, 


If his work Is evidence." 
It Is Interesting to take a glimpse 


at tho antecedents of this young man. 


Ho was born in a hamlet called Har- 
shaw. a fishing and hunting resort 
that boast nothing more than a gener- 
al store, a blacksmith shop and a bak- 
ery In its dull seasons. Harshdw In in 
Oiselan township of Onclda county, 
14 'a miles northwest of Ubinelundcr. 
and connected with that town only by 
the roughest of roads. Poscy'n chum. 
from babyhood until ha was sent to 
school, was a little Indian )nd of hi" 
own age. Krom Wah-dc-pud-ah. Los- 
lie learned the lore of the forest. 
He 


heard the talcs of the "thunder birds"; 
of the demons who bring tho torna- 
does and the whirlwinds; of the horrid 
serpent who lives In the bed of cer- 
tain black, fast-flowing utrcams. He 
learned of the south and west winds, 
that rock the cradles of Indian babies*, 
and bring the warmth KO the maize 
may KI'OW. He learned about the moon 
and tile fairy maid who lives in It, and 
he knew tho tales of the Great .Spirit, 
who wants all Indians to be good and 
finally guides tho spirits of those who 
are worthy to his big white tent. It 
was with talcs like this that the im- 
agination of the sensitive child was 
lircd. 


He learned to/love the animals of 


the forests nnd to hate those who 
tortured by trapping them. He grew 
to have a passionate love and sym- 
pathy with tho wild things of the 
woods and to determine, in his child- 
ish Impotence, some day to protect 
them from the.hunters when ho him- 
self should be grown up.
